Money Is merely evidence of debt. 
"What a crazy writer, he ought to be 
in the asylum," the reader, especially 
If he Is addicted to the gold standard, 
will exclaim. 11c. the reader, mlghl 
•doiit the proposition so far as paper 
money, bank currency or even silver 
ruin is concerned, but gold coin, the 
sniy intrinsic value.Hod created money, 
never! Away with tlie Idcn, crucify, 
hang, draw and quarter ihr ba*»v 
lonnoclast w ho would dare to utter such 
t slander against the foundation uf 
the world of credit, the keystone of 
the arch of prosperity. W'r will not 
be dismayed, however. If none of our 
renders agree with our statement at 
oier. M<- will examine the Idea a little. 
We will try to prove that money, even 
gold money, I* as much evidence of 
•ebt a* Is a note of hand. Ihe only dif¬ 
ference being that money I* evidence 
of public debt, while a note of hand is 
fvidrucc yf Individual debt. There are 
two absolutely rsseutlal elements 
in money, and ouly two, a gov¬ 
ernment stamp, and legal tender 
piulliy. Money cannot, never did, 
never will, exist except by the 
Mat of stable organized government. 
**ueli stamped or shaped metallic discs 
as served the purpose of a medium of 
exchange before tlie existence of stable 
tfovrrnuiriiL were not money. They 
wt-ri* simply merchandise that appealed 

I , 1 the personal vanity of Iwrharou* 
tropics. They It0*1 no srtth-d price. 

II, ey were traded for ut agreed valua¬ 
tions in other merchandise, such ns 
coon skins, meat, fish or bread. They 
would not satisfy debts except by 
igrermrut. Kuril they would remain 
to-day but for the legal-tender qual¬ 
ity imparted by law. The fact that 
government might stamp and certify 
their weight and fineness would no, 
make them more desirable. People nut 
rain enough to desire personal adorn¬ 
ment would not accept them In ex¬ 
change for commodities.

THE GOLD STANDARD'S BROOD 

Kvils Tkat Have Tame Is Life Dae- 
las Us Itrlga — Calamities 
U« la Urssfes, 

The money question Is not the only 
great question that eonfronta us. U* 
l.i ml tie* go In grou|M and the gold 
standard has brought with it a brood 
of evils, vseh of whlch threatens the life 
of ihe republic. You will find that as 
a rule gold sinndnrvlltea are not willing 
In take a definite position on any nf 
these questions. As they look to cor* 
nipt and concentrated wealth for 
favors, they are not willing to take 
a |tosilhm which might Incur its ill 
will. There is Hn* great question of 
government by in junction, a system 
under which a federal judge elevated to 
office by corporation Influence* strikes 
down the right of free speech, and with 
a contemptuous wave of the hand 
brushes u*lil«* the right of trial by jury, 
that bulwark of English liberty, at 
tin* mere request of a cor|xvratIon agent. 
The Anglo-Saxon race has shed more 
blood lo maintain the right of frea 
speech, nml Ihe right of trial by Jury, 
than for nny other pur|M»nr. and yet 
here In free America we »**e tlie very 
foundation of liberty flippantly brushed 
nsId**, and 1 have not heard a vigorous 
protest against this prnetlee from a 
single gold standard man in America. 

This is an ugr of coiicentration, of the 
formation nf great corporations, of 
great trusts nml of great monopolies. 

It In found that l»y coiieen t rut inn the 
cos, of production can lie cheapened, 
nnd if the public got the benefit of thle 
it might be a blc*slug, it would shorten 
Ihe hour** of laluir and advance civiliza¬ 
tion, but Instead of ttint the benefit of 
It under the rrpubib-nn ndministration 
goes to a few private Individuals, who 
by making tbcnu*rlres complete mas¬ 
ter of the market nml having atwolute 
control of ihr output of articles nf ne- 
resslty to the |M*ople are able to arbi¬ 
trarily tlx the price of that article on 
ihe one hand, nml art able to arbitrarily 
tlx Die wages on tlie other hand. In 
consequence of tills fact, these monopo¬ 
lies are not only n curse to the coun¬ 
try, but are threatening to overthrow 
our Institutions, for they furnish the 
corruption funds that arc destroying 
n*. For a quarter of a century both 
|M*IIHcnl parties him* denounced cor* 
|Mirutioi,s, trusts and monopolies. 
Nearly every state in the uult-n has 
legislated against their. The fedevaJ 
government hns leg,slated against 
then*, yet In spite of this denunciation. 

In spile of nit this legislation, state 
and fedrrnl. they have gone on multi¬ 
plying. State legislation hns been 
fottml lo lx* absolutely futile, because 
federal Judges uniformly declared It to 
lie unconstitutional. Federal legisla¬ 
tion has likewise l»een found to bs 
futile. The trusts are masters of the 
situation. It is evident that to simply 
^o on denouncing trusts is an Insult 
to the intelligence of the American 
people. It is the ehes|H*at kind of po¬ 
litical demugogy. The time haa come 
when some new ntcthiHl of dealing with 
these mono|Miliea must be adopted. 
The experience nf other countries, as 
well ns a thorough consideration of the 
question, show* that It Is impossible 
to reduce many of these monop¬ 
olies back to their original element. 
They have come to atay and, therefore, 
i, is the mission and the duty of the 
democratic |»r,y to secure the benefit 
of the monopoly fur the public, far the 
people, that means municipal and gov¬ 
ernmental ow nrrship of all monopolies 
which It is prsetiesble for a govern¬ 
ment as yet to eontrol. Have you beard 
nny gold standard democrat declare 
himself openly to he In favor of this, 
or of any other practicable manner of 
dealing with the monopolies? Instead 
of that, what do they prn|>o*e? They 
tell us that we should adopt a platform 
denouncing trusts. That Is, ws shall 
do what we have l*ern doing for a quar¬ 
ter of s century. Indulge In declarations 
ths, signify nothing. Mr. Depew late¬ 
ly declared that the republican party 
would, in its platform, denounce trusta, 
IVhu, Is the purpose of this? Why, 
simply to fool thr people, entertain tbs 
(woplr. Trust lawyers and men who 
secretly serve monopolies will draw 
thr iteclarations denouncing trusts, nnd 
it will In* a farce.— John I*. Altgeld.
